A By-law to provide for the Public Service for the County of Norfolk for 
the year 1889. 
, Passed on the 7th day of June, A.D. 1889. 

‘‘Whereas, it 1s necessary to provide ways and means to defray the 
expenses of the Public Service of this County for the current year; and 
whereas, it appears by estimate, that the sum of fifteen thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-seven dollars, is required for general purposes; and 
the sum of three thousand and ninety-five dollars is required for Educa- 
tional purposes. 

I. Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Norfolk, in Council assembled: That there shall be levied and 
raised in each mino: Municipality, rates in proportion as follows:— 


The Township of Charlotteville, for general purposes, the sum of 
one thousand six hundred and fifty-three dollars; and for Educational 
purposes, the sum of four hundred and sixty-two dollars. 

The Township of Houghton, for general purposes, the sum of sevea 
hundred and forty-two dollars, and for Kducational purposes, the sum of 
two hundred and forty-five dollars. 

The Township of Middleton, for general binDOReR, the sum of one 
thousand five hundred and thirty-one dollars; and for Educational purpo- 
gos, the sum of four hundred and twenty dollars. 

The Village of Port Dover, for general purposes, the sum of three 
hundred and twenty-one dollars. 

_ The Town of Simcoe, for general purposes, the sum of one thousand 
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one hundred and eighty-two dollars. 


The Township of Townsend for general purposes, the sum of three 
thousand five hundred and fifty-four dollars; and for Educational purpo- 


ses, the sum of five hundred and twenty-four dollars. ‘ 


The Township of North Walsingham, for general purposes, the sum 
of one thousand one hundred and fifteen dollars; and for Educational 
purposes, the sum of three hundred and eighteen dollars. 


The Township of South Walsingham, for general purposes, the sum 
of one thousand two hundred and ninety-five dollars; and for Education- 
al purposes, the sum of three hundred and seventeen dollars. 


The Village of Waterford, for general purposes, the sum of four 
hundred and twenty-two dollars. 


The Township of Windham, for general purposes, the sum of two 
thousand four hundred and twelve dollars, and for Educational purposes, 
the sum of five hundred dollars. 

The Township of Woodhouse, for general purposes, the sum of one 
thousand and seven dollars; and for Educational purposes, the sum of 
three hundred and nine dollars. 

II. Be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid: That the sever- 
al sums named for general and educational purposes, shall be levied, rais- 
ed, collected and paid to the County Treasurer on ‘or before the fourteenth’ 
day of December, next.”

In taking a retrospect of the past eighteen years, it must be general- A 
ly admitted that the Public Schools have greatly improved, whether we 
consider the quality of the school buildings and their surroundings, the 
character of the teaching, the interest of the public in the cause of edu- 
cation, or the number of pupils passing into the High Schools, we cannot 
fail to see that great progress has been made. 


We realize that to a large extent this improvement is due to the care- 
ful supervision of the Inspector, and this has been accomplished not by 
any hasty action or the arbitrary exercise of the extensive powers with 
which he is clothed by the Department, but he has labored patiently and 
perseveringly and with much success to reach desired ends, by bringing 
others to see the advantages of the course recommended. 


Your Committee are pleased to know that the South Riding will yet 
have the benefit of his services, and we trust his successor in the 
North Riding will pursue the course the retiring Inspector has so 
successfully followed.”
